the  northwest  part  of  Kursk.  The  installations 
are  located  west  of  the  Tuskar  River  on  both 
sides  of  the  Kursk-Orel  highway  (Figure  1). 


The  installations  cover  approximately  280 
acres  and  contain  7 administration  buildings, 
21  barracks,  1 probable  barracks  under  con- 
struction, 42  quarters,  23  storage  buildings, 
8 probable  explosives  storage  buildings,  38 


support  buildings,  and  6 vehicle  storage  areas 
containing  4 vehicle  sheds  and  3 vehicle  main- 
tenance buildings  (Figures  2 and  3). 

The  area  was  covered  by  8 KEYHOLE  mis- 
sions between  June  1962  and  October  1964. 
Changes  which  have  occurred  include  the  ad- 
dition of  3 barracks,  2 storage  buildings,  and  2 
support  buildings  between  November  1962  and 
February  1964.  One  other  barracks  was  under 
construction  in  the  summer  of  1964.  The 
installations  appeared  active  on  all  coverage.

Administrative  and  Troop  Housing  Areas 

Area  D1  contains  6 multistory  barracks,  1 
probable  barracks  under  construction,  and  4 
support  buildings.  Two  barracks  and  a sup- 
port building  were  constructed  between  Novem- 
ber 1962  and  February  1964. 

Area  1)2  contains  1 multistory  E- shaped  ad- 
ministration building,  3 multistory  U-shaped 
administration  buildings,  9 barracks,  6 prob- 
able quarters,  and  10  support  buildings.  One 
barracks  and  a support  building  were  con- 
structed between  November  1962  and  February 
L964. 

Area  D3  contains  1 multistory  U-shaped

1964.  The  area  is  double  secured.
